Matted Grass and W'eeds Should Be 
Broken Between Trees, Taking 
Care Not to Hurt Roots. 


Where there is a mat of grass and 
weeds in an cid orchard the ground 
should be broken between the trees, 
faking care not to approach too close 
*.y to the trunks for fear of injuring 
the tangle of roots that usually run 
near the surface. 
For the first year 
after tile orchard’s renovation the 
strips that are plowed should be sown 
n cowpeas or some other quick-grow­ 
ing crop. 
The aeration of the soil is the prin­ 
cipal thing that is sought through this 
cultivation. 
It should be kept for a 
couple of years, and where it is pos­ 
sible to do sc the ground should be 
broken sufficiently to seed a cover 
crop. 
Of course, all dead and diseased 
wood should he taken out. It will in­ 
terfere with spraying and picking, as 
well as offering a harboring place for 
all manner cf insects and tree ene­ 
mies. 
During the work of renovation 
all hanging bark, clinging loosely tc 
the trees, should be pulled away and 
burned. 
The weeds and trash 
that* have 
gathered around the trunks of trees 
should be pulled away and burned 
with trash, dead limbs and other de­ 
bris. 
All these things shelter hiber 
nating orchard enemies, and by burn 
ing them the bugs and tree lice are de^ 
st roved.

The alfalfa leaf-weevil, which ha3 > 
during the last few years been doing I 
considerable damage in parts of our ! 
western states, is a European insect I 
which by some means unknown has j 
been introduced into this country. 
The species appears to be not un- I 
common throughout Europe and parti I 
of Asia and Africa. It belongs to tho I 
large order of hard-shelled insects j 
called beetles, and in a group gent r- 
ally called snout-beetles. To this same ! 
group belong many of our most sen- j 
cus pests, such as the plum cureulio, ! 
cotton boll weevil and strawberry wee- * 
vll. 
It occurs all over Europe, a per- j 
lion of northern Africa and eastern j 
Asia. 
It probably occurs throughout I 
all of the regions in which alfalfa is j 
cultivated in tho eastern hemisphere, j 
but rarely causes damage sufficient to j 
be reported. 
t 
This weevil belongs to a family of | 
insects which feed principally upon 
leguminous plants .and several species 
in the genus have been introduced 
into the United States and Canada. 
Two of these, the clover lcaf-wecvii. 
and the lesser clover leaf-weevil, have 
done considerable damage to the clov­ 
er crop in the eastern and central 
states, and the former has been re­ 
ported as injuring clover in the ex­ 
treme northwest. 
They also feed on 
alfalfa and other related plants. 
Many methods of ridding the field* 
of these pests have been tried—burn­ 
ing, 
sweeping 
and 
dragging—with 
varying results. Many patterns of tho 
brush drag are in use, but the one 
which seems to be giving the best re­ 
sults is made by laying tho butts of 
rather short brush, five or six feet 
long, in a raw on a plank twelve or 
fourteen fret long, then another row 
should be laid on. the first, consisting 
of 
longer 
brush, 
with 
the 
butts 
trimmed a little further back, so that 
you will have in efftct two brush har­ 
rows, one following the other.

Columbia, Mo., Aug. 15.—Failure to 
provide shade for poultry during the 
summer months not only res ills in a 
large 
number 
of 
deaths, but the 
flocks are less productive. 
The im­ 
portance of summer shade cannot be 
overestimated. 
Poultry of all kinds 
requires shade. Ducks and geese very 
quickly succumb if they are unable 
to get protection from the sun s rays. 
It is easy to provide plenty of shade. 
The Missouri College of Agriculture 
recommends the following 
ways 
of 
furnishing shade for poultry: 
Portable houses can lie set up on 
blocks so that tile birds may run un­ 
derneath, orchards, sunflower patches, I 
orn fields, etc., can he so arranged 
that the young stock or mature hens 
nay run in them. 
Corn fields make 
excellent summer range 
for 
young 
itock. 
They furnish plenty of shade 
m d other conditions for rapid, eco­ 
nomical growth are ideal . A little 
nlanning on tho part of the farmer 
will make poultry keeping more pro­ 
fitable. By providing shade the losses 
are reduced, the flock is more produc­ 
tive .and the young stock will make 
more ecouoiiiicaj growth.

When cool 
enough, pull as you would taffy until 
nearly white. 
The split and 
part of the graft 
which is not covered with bark must 
be thoroughly covered w'itb wax so 
that they will not rot or be attacked 
by disease.

boats.

expenditures for the year in advance,

30. The auditor, the collector of taxes 
and the assessor make the estimates 
of the revenue, and these show that 
the district will have available for 
the year more than $7,500,000, so with 
the amount appropriated by congress 
there will be 
approximately 
fifteen 
millions available.

Many of our best berries are the pie- 
f i l i a l sorts. 
They are very prolific 
if interspersed every third or fourth

WEEVILS HURT FRUIT SCIONS 


Insects Sometimes Appear in immense 
Numbers and Feed on Foliage and 
Buds Just Opening, 


That young fruit scions are receiv­ 
ing great injury from four differem 
bud weevils, and that immediate pre* 
‘eotive steps should be taken is the 
opinion 
of 
Prof. 
H. 
F. Wilson, 
in 
barge of the entomological work at 
• he Oregon Agricultural college. 
They sometimes appear in immense 
lumbers on fruit trees, and feed on 
.he foliage and buds just opening, he 
writes 
On large trees the damage Is 
slight, but very young trees suffer, 
and may lose the proper branches for 
forming the head by having the buds 
eaten by the weevils. They do consid­ 
erable damage on young prune scions, 
stripping them completely and causing 
them to die in a short time. 
Spraying 
with 
arsenate 
of 
lead 
would undoubtedly kill them, but all 
the weevils respond slowly to poison*, 
and the breeding grounds would fur­ 
nish new supplies before the old disap­ 
pear. 
Hence the spraying is not a 
practical remedy. 
As the beetles have no wings under 
the wing sheaths, they must crawl into 
tile trees, 
lf. therefore, the trees ace 
shaken in the cool of the day to dis­ 
lodge 
the 
weevils, 
and 
something 
sticky is put around tho tree, a large 
part of the damage will be proven tod. 
Printer s ink or some epectml prepara­ 
tion would be good.
